A  HISTORICAL  SKETCH 
OF 

ST  PAUL'S  PARISH 
One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  years  old I    A  century 
of  days  and  weeks  gone  by — their  only  record  as  to 
how  they  pas  sod    an  old  leather -bound  parish  regis- 
ter, inscribed  "St,  Paulas  Church,  Clinton,  N.  C." 
Yet,  in  those  yellowed,  musty  pages,  XvT:*ittcn  by  so 
many  hands,  is  enshrined  the  life  of  a  snail  strugg- 
ling parish. 

The  Parish  Register  opens  first  of  all  to  a  hand- 
written history  of  the  parish,  but  this  is  obvious- 
ly the  "S'-ork  of  a  later  rector,  or  rather  several  of 
then,  each  of  whom  added  to  the  growing  record.  The 
earliest  dates  are  those  of  baptisms  and  lists  of 
comm.unicants,  for  the  Church  was  planted  in  Clinton 
soil,  before  any  formal  organization,  or  oven  a 
parish,  was  formed. 

The  first  m.octings  of  any  knom  Episcopalians 
in  Clinton  i;ero  held  on  Sunday  mornings  in  Mrs, 
Richard  Holmes's  parlor,  where  lay  services  were 
conducted.    Opening  the  Parish  Register,  we  find  the 
quaint,  much  abbreviated  account  of  those  early  da.ys" 

"The  family  of  Dr.  Hilliam  McKoy  and  that  of  Mr, 
Richard  C.  Holmes,  having  settled  in  the  town  of 
Cj.inton,  formed  a  nucleus  desiring  the  ministrations 
of  the  Prot,  Epis.  Church,  as  early  as  the  years 
1823-26,    The  first  ministrations  of  the  church  were 
nerformed  by  the  Rev,  Adam  Empie  baptizing  the  chili 
of  the  former."     (This  child  was  Allmand  Alexander 


McKoy,  born  October  11.  1825,  and  place  of  baptism 
was  tho  father's  home,) 

"An  occasional  sorvicc  had  been  held  by  passing 
Glerg;^.T:p.en,  anong  them  Rev.  ^-.^  T.  Mot+",  who  became 
the  first  stationed  minister  in  the  year  1830,*' 

Thomas  S,  \J ,  Mott,  diocesan  missionary,  first 
organized  the  little  groeip  of  Churchrien  into  a 
parish  by  the  name  of  St.  Paul's,  with  the  following 
vestrjn-ien:  Dr.  ^Jilliam.  McKoy,  Richard  C.  Holmes  and 
Lijcien  Roli^ies.     Siiortly  after  this^  a  visitation  was 
made  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Levi 
Sillima^'  Ives,  who  recorded  in  his  Jo^irnal  of  -Jednes- 
day,  the  eighteenth  cf  March,  1"32: 

"I  reached  Clinton,  Saripson  County,  at  night  and 
preached  and  baptized  four  adults,  the  Rev,  Mr.  Mott 
performing  the  service.    The  friends  of  t'le  C'lurch 
■lere  are  few  in  nimiber  but  zealous  and  charmxing,  I 
ami  not  without  hope  that  with  Lay  Reading,  H.  L. 
Rolr-ies,  Esq.,  having  been  appointed  Lay  Reader,  an-d 
with  occasional  services  from  the  neighboring  Clergy, 
they  will,  under  the  bleSu^ing  of  God,  continue  to 
increase." 

Mr,  Mott  \-jSiS  followed  by  periodical  visits  by 
the  Rev,  Mr,  Jarvis  3,  Buxton  of  Fayetteville,  w^ho 
held  public  services  and  administered  the  Sacram.ents. 
The  Rev,  Mr.  "l'^.  D,  Carnes  of  Wilmington  paid  one 
visit  to  the  parish  in  the  year  1831.  Baptism.al 
records  indicate  that  Mr.  Buxton  visited  Clinton 
during  the  years  1834-  and  1835  and  held  services  in 
"The  Adademy  used  for  divine  worship." 

The  history  in  the  old  Parish  Register  continues 
as  follov7s:  "The  Rev.  Cam.eron  F.  McRae  succeeded  in 
the  charge  and  continued  his  ministry  for  the  space 
of  three  m.onths.     The  Rev.  Mr.  R.  E.  Parham  entered 
upon  the  vacated  position,  and  labored  for  a  short 
eime,  but  was  comxpelled  to  abandon  his  duties  in 
consequence  of  enfeebled  health,  and  on  going  to 
■iavana,  died  there.     The  Rev,  Mr,  Gallagher  then 
succeeded,  remaining  in  charge  a  Twelvemonth,  preach- 
ing and  extending  ministrations  occasionally  in 
Bladen  county," 
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At  the  Convention  which  met  in  IJilmington  in 
May  1854  is  found  reference  to  St.  Paul's  Churchy 
"Resolved  that  St,  Paul's  Church,  Clinton,  Sanpson 
County,  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese." 

At  the  next  Convention,  St,  Paul's  makes  its 
report  to  the  Convention  and  says  that  lots  have 
been  secured  for  the  erection  of  a  Church,  Mention 
is  also  made  that  3t,  James  Chur-ch,  IJilmington,  con- 
tributed O600,no  toward  the  Church  in  Clinton.  The 
property  mentioned  was  conveyed  b'f  Josiah  Johnson  to 
the  Trustees  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  being  a  lot  on 
Sycamore  Street,  at  a  cost  of   '^200.00.     This  deed 
is  dated  May  19,  1856. 

At  the  same  Convention,  Bishop  Atkinson  reported 
in  his  Journal  as  follows:     "On  Novem.ber  28  I  went 
to  Clinton  where,  in  the  evening  at  the  Court  House, 
I  read  prayers  and  preached  to  a  full  Congr-egation. 
Efforts  are  being  made  here  to  build  a  Church  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Rolfe  now  stately  officiates  in  the 
Village." 

The  Rev.  Mr.  N.  F.  Rolfe  evi dentally  had  lust 
becomie  Rector  of  the  Clinton  parish  in  1856,  for  we 
find  in  the  diocesan  records  tliat  th^e  Rev.  Peyton 
Gallagher  made  the  following  report:     "I  entered  up- 
on my  duties  the  31st  of  Decom.ber,  1854,  as  Rector 
of  St.  Paul's  Church.    The  attendance  upon  Divine 
service  has  been  encouraging,  a  general  friendliness 
of  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  comjnunity  mianifested 
toward  the  Church,    The  Parish  is  without  a  church 
building  but,  at  the  same  time,  is  in  possession  of 
a  subscription  sufficient  to  warrant  the  expenditure 
of  the  erection  of  one  at  no  distant  day." 

In  leaving  the  charge,  Mr,  Gallagher  reported^ 
in  1856,  to  the  Convention  in  the  following  vrords: 
"It  is  duo  to  the  members  of  this  Parish  to  state 
that  they  raised  the  salary  of  the  late  Rector 
')100  beyond  the  amount  originally  stipulated." 

In  1856  the  Rev.  Frederick  Fitzgerald  made  the 
following  report  on  St.  Paul's  Clinton:     "By  recent 
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dirc3ction  of  tbc  Bishop,  I  an  to  make  every  effort 
tiossible  to  supply  this  place  with  services.     I  feel 
sure  that  the  future  of  the  Church  here  is  very 
certain 

Besides  the  occasional  services  of  the  above 
naned  clorgjnnon,  St,  Paul's  Parish  records  show  the 
following  Lion  to  have  performed  Baptisms,  either 
as  visiting  or  resident  ministers:     The  Rev.  Mr^ 
A,  F.  Olmstcad  and  the  ^,ev,  Mr.  George  Benton. 

In  I860,  St.  Paul's  vjas  served  by  the  Rev. 
Lucien  Holmes,  Deacon,    Part  of  his  Convention  re- 
port luic  as  follows;     ^^This  Parish  is  erecting  a 
church  building  which  is  hoped  will  be  finished  be- 
fore the  next  Convention,     I  have  preached  here 
once  a  month  during  the  present  year  to  good  con- 
.gregations  and  consider  the  prospects  of  the  Church 

■^j-^::i-y---\r     riT'O''^"''^  SlUg  ^' 

In  1362,  the  Rev.  Joseph  G,  liuske,  the  Rector 
of  St.   John's  Church,  Fayetteville,  reported  to  the 
Convention:     "I  visited  Clinton,  Sampson  County,  and 
held  a  service,  including  the  Communion,  on  Christ- 
Fias  Dair,    During  the  service,  a  wedding  was  solem- 
nizedy  and  tlie  Bite  of  Baptism,  adiiini stored  to  a 
white  infant,"    As  this  wedding  (of  Anna  Holmes  to 
James  C.  Dobbin  of  Fayetteville)  is  recorded  as  hav- 
ing been  p^rforr.ed  in  the  Church,  we  know  that  the 
Church  was  partly  comjolcted,  enough  for  use. 

Troubled  war  tim.os  plagued  the  growth  of  the 
parish  between  1360-1365,  and  it  was  often  without 
any  but  lay  leadership.    The  Rev.  John  C,  Tennant 
served  as  Rector  for  several  months  in  the  year 
1063,  and  was  followed  by  John  Kusko  Tillinghast, 
Deacon,  of  Fayetteville,  in  1364,    In  his  report  to 
the  Convention  of  1865,  Mr.  Tillinghast  states: 
•^This  Parish  takes  pleasure  to  report  a  very  pros- 
perous condition.     Our  Church  building  is  only  part- 
ly completed,  but  we  are  making  an  effort  to  re- 
commence the  \<[OTk  which  was  suspended  during  the  ^'^ar^.^ 
Attendance  at  services  has  been  full  and  encouraging. 
Evidontally,  the  newly  freed  slaves  found  a 
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champiorx  in  Mr.  Tillinghast,  who  unwittingly  stirred 
up  dissent ion  when  ho  attempted  to  use  the  Church 
building  as  a  school  in  which  to  teach  colored  chil- 
dren the  alphabet'.    Yet,  evidence  of  Christian 
charity  and  concern  for  the  former  slaves  of  church 
members  is  shown  by  the  large  number  of  BaptisPxS 
through  the  year  1867;  colored  Confirmations  in  IB64. 
through  1866,  and  oven  marriages  and  burials  of 
froedmcn  from  the  Church.    For  the  full  account  of 
the  trouble,  and  eventual  reconciliation  between  the 
Rector  and  his  flock,  one  r.ust  rivad  the  lengthy 
account,  in  the  first  Parish  Register. 

As  always,  a  great  part  of  the  credit  for  any 
church  .growth,  must  go  to  the  devoted  women  of  the 
parish.    The  record  of  offerings  for  the  year  1B6B 
include  money  for  a  rielodian.    By  1B72  the  Ladies 
Aid  Society  had  raised  '')10  toward  painting  the 
Gh\irch,  and  the  following  year,  the  same  ladies^  by 
private  subscription  raised  '^^30  for  frosting  the 
Church  Xvdndows  and  coloring  the  walls.    The  records 
show  that  they  also  raised  funds  to  supplement  the 
rector's  salary.    Rem.em.ber  that  this  hard-earned 
money  had  to  be  realized  at  a  tim.e  of  the  South' s 
lowest  financial  ebb,  and  at  sacrifices  unknov/n  to 
us. 

The  Rev.  George  N.  vStickncy,  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen' s  Church,  at  Goldsboro,  succeeded  the  Rev. 
Tillinghast.    Ho  first  visited  the  Clinton  parish 
on  Sunday,  August  30,  186B;  and  at  the  ins i stance  of 
the  vestry,  and  by  their  special  renuest,  took  on 
part  tine  charge  of  the  same.    His  first  act,  that 
Sunday  in  August,  was  to  baptize  Caroline  M.  Ferrell. 
Sponsors  vrero  Janes  Alexander  Ferrell  and  Francieana 
Ferrell,    His  tenure  of  office  ended  in  June  1, 
when  he  resigned  from.  St.  Stephen's  to  accent  the 
temporary  charge  of  St,  Joiin's  Church,  ^ Jilnington; 
but  he  continued  to  visit  the  Clinton  parish  and  to 
administer  the  offices  and  Sacram.ents  until  Septem- 
ber 25,  IB69. 
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Attain  thoro  followed  a  period  dijring  which  3t, 
Paul's  had  no  rector  and  had  to  be  served  by  visit- 
ing clor.'i^y.    According  to  the  historical  entry  in 
the  Parish  Piegister^  "the  church,  which  is  finished 
and  furnished  i/ith  cabinet  organ  and  bell,  had  been 
kept  open  and  the  Service  supplied  by  Lay  Peading, 
with  occasional  visits  fron  the  Rev,  J,  W.  Lanour 
of  Goldsboro  and  the  Pev,  J,  C.  Huske  of  Fayette- 
villc." 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  May  26,  lo72,  tae  Pev,  Edwin 
Robins  Pi.ch,  Deacon,  of  Baltimore  County,  Maryland, 
accepted  a  call  fron  the  vestry,  conposed  of  P.  C, 
Holmes,  John       Hill,  Allnand  PIcKoy,  Allmand  Holmes, 
Gabriel  Holmes  and  Marion  Ferrell.    On  this  vestry, 
all  of  whom  were  men  well-known  in  the  life  of  the 
county  and  state,  was  the  one  man  ever  to  be  elected 
from:  Sam.pscn  County  to  tlie  high  office  of  Governor 
of  North  Carolina — Gabriel  Holmxes. 

The  next  entry,  from,  the  same  source,  is  of  great 
im.portance,  but  must  be  shortened  here  to  the  bare 
facts.     It  was  the  consecration  of  the  first  St. 
Paul's  Church,  "held  on  a  bright  and  beautiful  day 
in  October  1372"  by  the  Rt.  Rev,  Thor.as  Atkinson, 
The  Rector-elect  presented  a  class  of  eleven  persons 
for  Conf irm.ation,  after  v/hich  the  Holy  Eucharist  was 
celebrated  to  a  large  nuriber  of  the  faithful. 

One  can  almost  feel  the  upx^7ard  surge  of  devotion 
and  enthusip.sri  which  Mr,  Rich  brought  with  him  and 
trans- lilted  to  his  people.    Eastertide  of  1873  was 
a  high  point  in  the  growing  life  of  the  parish.  The 
Easter  offering,  or  rather  that  part  of  it  appropria- 
ted to  the  Rectory  Fund,  ai.iounting  to  j70B,9B,  was 
handed  to  the  Treasurer,  and  a  special  commttee  vjas 
appointed  and  instructed  to  proceed  at  once  with  the 
necessary  steps  toi^/ard  securing  a  Rectory. 

The  special  Easter  offerings  of  that  year  i-jont 
to  paint  the  Church,  to  stain  the  chancel  windows, 
for  gold  and  silver  and  colored  paper  for  letters 
and  em.blems,  and  for  coloring  the  walls,    A  pair  of 
brass  altar  vases  and  a  Prayer  Book  for  the  altar, 
also  a  pair  of  markers  for  the  Bible  were  gj.von. 
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On  Enber  Day  in  Whit sun  Week,  1^73,  tho  Rt.  ^cv, 
Thonas  Atkinson  nado  a  visitation  of  the  parish  for 
the  purpose  of  holdinr^  two  special  services:  at  thu 
norning  service  tho  Rev,  '''Idv/in  Robins  Rich  was  ad-- 
vanced  to  tho  H0I7  Priesthood;  and  at  Evening  Prayer 
two  young  nen  were  -Dresented  for  Conf irnation.  The 
county  court^  which  was  in  session  under  Judge  Bux- 
ton, adjourned  for  the  norning  service. 

Yet  the  seme  year  saw  the  resignation  of  this 
beloved  Rector,  duo  to  failing  health,    Kis  final 
entry  in  the  Parish  Register  is  dated  Sijoiday  19th 
after  Trinity.     "Last  services  of  the  Rev.  Edw.  R, 
Rich  as  Rector  of  the  parish.    A  sad  day  to  Pastor 
and  People.    May  God's  richest  Blessings  rest  upon 
this  people  forever,  Anont." 

iind  upon  this  note,  so  poignant  an:l  tender^  t'u, 
history  ends.    One  wonders  whether  the  Rev.  Rich 
would  have  left  his  people,  could  he  have  foreseen 
the  troubles  that  lay  ahead  for  the  little  Gon,grega- 
tion.    For  tho  pretty  little  frane  church,  so  lov- 
ingly furnished  and  cared  for,  was  destined  to  be 
destroyed  by  a  hurricane  around  the  year  I8BO, 

Tho  second  edifice  to  be  called  St.  Paul's  was 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Elizabeth  and  Wall  Street^ 
on  land  given  by  Janes  and  Thonas  Ferrell.    In  a 
deed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Cai-o- 
lina,  nade  in  August  of  1832,  reference  is  nade  to 
the  land  "whereon  the  new  Episcopal  Church  is  now 
being  built." 

The  consecration  of  this  new  church  was  the 
occasion  for  a  lengthy  article  in  an  1899  issue  of 
the  Clinton  "Democrat".    The  consecrator  was  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Watson,  beloved  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,    Side  by  side  with  the  io^rTul  Consecration 
service,  however,  was  another  news  itcn:     the  death 
of  Dr.  Allnand  Holnes,  Senior  Warden  of  the  parish. 
His  funeral,  hold  at  tx-ro-thirty,  followed  the  Con- 
secration service  of  the  norning. 

Tho  Rev.  Frederick  Nash  Skinner,  who  came  to  St. 
Paul's  in  I896,  was  destined  to  have  the  longest 
tenure  of  office  of  any  Rector  before  or  since,  as 


liG  served  until  1906.    Betwoon  the  leave-taking  of 
the  Rev.  Rich  and  the  coning  of  the  Rev,  Skinner, 
the  Clinton  church  had  been  supplied  by  an  irregu- 
lar succession  of  clorg^T,iven,  either  resident  or 
visiting,  who  kept  the  little  congrogo^tion  together. 
These  vjqtqi    William  Britten,  E,  V'.  Gilliai-i,  R. 
VJindloj,  J.  M.  Hillyar,  J.        Turner  and  John  B. 
Iribble,     The  Rev.  Turner's  record  of  Baptisms 
begins  with  June  18B8  and  continues  through  Novenbor 
of  1892.    Other  services  that  he  conducted  placr 
him  at  3t.  Paul's  through  1894, 

One  very  hot  Sunday,  in  July  1902,  Clinton' s 
r.ost  destructive  fire  to  date  claimed  this  second 
church  building.    Daring  service  the  fire  alarm  was 
heard,  and  since  the  town  had  no  fire  fighting 
equipment,  everyon:.  l.ft  the  church  to  assist.  Much 
of  the  town,  including  St.  Paulas  Church,  was  burned. 
Parishioners  succeeded  in  removing  the  organ,  but 
the  heat  w-as  so  intense  t:iat  it  burned  in  the  church- 
yard.   Mr.  Skinner  lost  all  his  vestments,  and  also 
his  watch,  which  was  left  on  the  pulpit.    This  sudden 
destruction  of  their  new  church  was  a  devastating 
blow  to  the  little  congi-egation.    The  local  Presby- 
terians offered  the  use  of  their  building,  which  was 
gratefully  accepted;  and  later,  in  190B,  when  the 
Presbyterian  Church  burned,  the  people  of  St.  Paul's 
were  able  to  return  this  kindness,  in  like  marjicr. 

Scarce ely  were  the  aslies  cold,  however,  when  the 
vestry,  headed  by  Duncan  Moore  Partrick,  Senior  War- 
den, began  immodiato  plans  to  sell  the  old  lot  and 
purchase  the  present  site.    Too  much  credit  cannot 
be  given  Mr.  Partrick  for  the  rebuilding  job.  He 
gave  of  his  tine  and  money  and  coordinated  the 
efforts  of  all  the  menbers  who,  with  God's  help, 
worked  rxiracles.    Bishop  Strange,  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina,  wrote  an  appeal  for  funds,  which  men- 
bers of  the  parish  Pxailed,  i^ith  letters  of  explana- 
tion, to  all  their  friends. 

The  late  Mrs.  Marion  Butler  wrote  of  her  recollec- 
tions of  these  days:     "The  church  people  worb^d  and 
^^id  cv-^rything  to  raise  the  r.oney  to  pay  ^or  that 
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lovoly  church.    3y  tho  tin.:  the  church  was  finishod, 
I  had  the  nonoy  in  hand  for  the  windows  and  pews," 

The  ch"!jirch  was  built  under  the  active  supervision 
of  Mr,  Partrick,  on  a  lot  100  x  200  feet,  extending:: 
fron  Main  to  Sycanore  Streets,    As  far  as  possible., 
the  naterials  that  went  into  its  building  cane  fron 
Sanpson  County.    Only  one  nill  in  the  county,  that 
of  Mr,  Richardson  Turlington,  had  a  carriage  long 
enough  to  cut  the  thirty-two  foot  rafters.  The 
lunber  for  the  hand]".iade  pews,  with  their  quaint 
carved  ends,  cane  fron  the  nill  of  A.  F.  Johnson, 
Mr.  F,  C,  Johnson  located  the  trees  on  the  George 
Matthis  farn  and  selected  only  those  pines  that 
would  square  twenty-two  inches,    Mr,  D,  E,  Clifton 
built  the  pews,  using  solid  boards  for  the  backs, 

Mr,  Sjcinner  ordered  the  chancel  windqws  fron 
Atlanta.    All  the  present  windows  in  the  church, 
except  these 5  are  the  work  of  Geissler  of  New  York, 
and  are  nenorials  to  former  conjnunicants .    Those  in 
the  nave  depict  the  Te  De^jn,  the  Epiphany,  the  As- 
cension, the  Holy  Eucharist,  St.  Cecelia,  and  Jacob 
Blessing  Esau,    The  nain  front  window  shows  St,  Paul, 
surmounted  by  his  synbol,  the  "sword  of  the  spirit" 
and  flanked  by  symbolic  floral  representations  of 
the  "Rose  of  Sharon"  and  the  "Lily  of  the  Valley", 

Mrs,  Mary  A,  Mosele:^  and  her  group  of  Church- 
school  children,  called  the  "Ministering  Circle" 
gave  of  their  snail  offerings  to  help  huy  the  altar 
cross.    The  altar  itself  is  a  memorial  to  Mrs, 
Francenia  Ferrell,    The  other  altar  brasses  are  gifte 
of  the  Partrick  family.    The  baptismal  font  was  gi\Bn 
in  memory  of  his  wife,  Agnes  Partrick,  by  Mr,  Giles 
Ashton  Clute,    The  present  Com-n.union  Service  is  a 
D.emorial  to  the  late  Senator  l%rion  Butler, 

The  pipe  organ  was  formerly  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Goldsboro,    \-Ihen  a  nev/  organ  ^-/as  given 
this  church        the  daughters  of  Mr,  and  Mrs,  Henr- 
Lee,  they,  in  turn,  generously  -^lave  the  present 
organ  to  the  Clirton  church  in  memory  of  their  uncle 
and  aunt,  Dr,  and  Mrs.  Airier non  M,  Lee, 
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The  cross  on  top  of  the  church  was  given  by  Mrs. 
Cornelia  Happer  Faison  and  her  sister,  Mrs„  Pocahontas 
Happer  Bnngardner.     Part  of  the  nor.ej  for  this  was 
realized  from  "che  sale  of  honenade  ice-creatii  by  tnese 
devoted  women.    Mr.  and  Mrs.  IC,  L.  Faison^  Jr.  gave 
the  side  door;  and  the  young  x/onen  of  the  church, 
headed  by  Mrs.  India  Bumgardner  Humphrey,  sponsored 
various  fund-raising  proiects  with  which  to  buy  tho 
front  church  door. 

There  have  been  sixteen  rectors  to  serve  the 
third  St.  Paulas,  all  of  ifnon  labored  for  the  welfare 
of  the  parish  and  for  its  grov/th,  both  material  and 
spiritual „    Serving  longest^  in  length  of  years,  were 
the  Rev,  Frederick  N.  Shinner,  1^96-1906|  the  Rov« 
Anthony  R.  Farshley,  1919-1923;  and  finally  the  Rev. 
Addison  Rosea,  rector  nf  the  pa^rish  from  1949  to  1954? 
under  whose  leadership  the  dream  of  a  Parish  House 
was  finally  realized,. 

During  its  history  two  members  of  St,  Paul's 
Church  have  entered  the  Priesthood:     the  Rev,  Theo- 
dore H,  Partrick  and  the  Rev.  Harold  Lewis.  The 
membership  of  St,  Paul's  has  increased  throughout  the 
years,  and  its  people  are  zealous  and  awake  to  tho 
possibilities  of  their  Church  and  confident  of  its 
future.    The  beautiful  new  Parish  House,  dedicated 
today,  is  a  monument  to  that  confidence  and  hope. 

"T'his  sketch  can  end  in  no  better  manner  than  did 
that  first  history,  v/rittcn  by  'r.ands  now  dead,  "May 
God's  richest  Blessings  rest  upon  this  people,  for- 
ever, Amen."
